Newman  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  the 
TAMS  Committee  on  Ethics,  em- 
powered by  the  August  1962  reso- 
lution of  the  society  against 
restrikes  and  copies,  has  made 
extensive  study  of  this  situation 
and  has  drafted  a proposed  Code 
of  Ethics  on  Reproductions  broad 
enough  to  encompass  not  only  our 
group,  but  all  numismatic  organ- 
izations of  collectors,  dealers 
and  publishers  on  the  North 
American  continent. 

I appointed  this  committee  in 
December  and  expanded  it  since 
to  its  present  five  members,  who 
are  Newman,  Dr.  George  J.  Fuld, 
Baltimore,  Md.,  Russell  Rulau, 
Sidney,  Ohio,  Prof.  Charles  V. 
Happen,  San  Jose,  Calif.,  and 
Ernest  F.  Cooke,  Euclid,  Ohio. 

Exchanges  of  views  during  a 3- 
month  period  have  produced  the 
Code.  It  will  be  presented  to  the 
full  Board  of  Governors  as  soon 
as  is  practicable,  and  has  been 
forwarded  to  other  numismatic

groups  for  their  possible  use  of 
it  as  a basis  for  eliminating  the 
degrading  and  dangerous  practise 
of  producing  T'rarities  made  to 
order”  by  fringe  operators  in  our 
hobby. 

Several  new  developments  have 
dictated  the  utmost  need  for  hast 
in  applying  brakes  to  these  prac- 
tises in  recent  weeks,  the  chief 
among  them  being  the  introduction 
into  the  United  States  of  the 
European  "spark  erosion  process" 
cf  preparing  exact  dies  of  dies 
electronically,  using  only  and 
simply  an  original  coin  or  medal 
as  a model. 

The  apparent  inability  or  unwil- 
lingness of  other  constituted 
numismatic  bodies  to  take  drastic 
action  resulted  In  the  TAMS  Code 
for  control  of  these  items, 

I call  upon  the  American  Numis- 
matic Association,  the  Profess- 
ional Numismatists  Guild,  the 
American  Vecturist  Association, 
the  Orders  and  Medals  Society  of 
America,  the  Canadian  Numismatic 
Association,  and  all  regional 
numismatic  bodies  and  major  pub- 
lications devoted  to  numismatics 
to  study  our  proposed  code.  I 
also  call  upon  TAMS  members  who 
hold  offices  in  these  bodies  to 
support  the  adoption  of  the  Code 
with  the  same  vigor  you  display 
in  your  daily  pursuit  of  your 
hobby. 

1963  is  an  election  year  for  our 
group  for  the  Presidency  only, 
and  I am  consequently  appointing 
a nominating  committee  of  disin- 
terested members.  The  names  of 
committee  members  will  be 
announced  as  soon  as  selected.

NEW  CIVIL  WAR  TOKENS  REPORTED 


Robert  J.  Lindesmith  of  Dayton, 
Wash.,  an  indefatigable  student 
of  American  numismatics,  reports 
not  one  but  three  new  merchant 
cards  previously  unpublished. 
Lindesmith1 s penchant  for  seeking 
and  finding  is  well  known  already 
to  TAMS  members,  and.  is  here  evi- 
denced in  full.

In  the  December  issue  we  repor- 
ted the  Winery  Brewery  and 
Bakery  1865  token  from  Idaho  City 
in  Idaho  Territory.

Meanwhile 
we  are  tentatively  assigning  this 
token  as  Fuld  Idaho  3&0A. 

III  A Louisiana  Token 

One  of  the  most  exciting  stories 
connected  with  Civil  War  Tokens 
to  cross  our  littered  desk  in 
many  moons  comes  from  Bob.  It 
concerns  a possible  Civil  War 
store  card  discovery  from  the 
Deep  South. 

Previously  the  only  known  tokens 
of  the  Confederacy  proper  have 
been  from  Alabama,  Tennessee  and 
Virginia.  The  enigmatic  Alabama 
issues  were  produced  by  Murdock 
and  Spencer  in  Cincinnati,  while 
the  one  Virginia  card  is  a manu- 
facture of  Merriam  of  Boston. 

The  newly-reported  store  card  is 
an  i860  copper- nickel  cent 
counters tamped  "J.  B.  Schiller” 
on  obverse  and  ”X"  on  reverse.  A 
companion  piece  owned  by  Linde- 
smith is  a 25^  note  of  the  Sazer- 
ac  House,  a hotel  at  16  Royal  St. 
in  New  Orleans,  operated  by  J.  B.

Excerpted  from  the  auction  cata- 
logue of  the  Federal  Coin  Exch- 
ange, 1956,  we  find:  "An  unusual 
25>j?  scrip  on  the  Mechanics  and 
Traders  Bank  of  New  Orleans, 

April  3^^,  1862.  As  indicated  by 
this  note,  Mr.  J.  B.  Schiller 
owned  and  operated  Sazerac  House, 
a hotel  at  16  Royal  St.  Also 
included  in  this  lot  is  an  i860 
copper  nickel  cent  counterstamped 
with  J.  B.  Schiller  on  obverse 
and  reverse  counterstamped  with 
an  "X” . "X”  on  this  cent  must 
indicate  that,  due  to  the  shortag 
of  decimal  coinage,  this  cent 
passed  as  ten  cents.” 

The  25^  note  was  payable  at  the 
Mechanics  and  Traders  Bank  in 
Confederate  funds.  Now,  as  Bob 
points  out,  the  note  was  dated 
April  3rd  and  New  Orleans  surren- 
dered to  the  Federal  naval  forces 
under  Adm.  David  G.  Farragut  on 
Apr.  28th.  The  note,  therefore, 
could  hardly  have  circulated  at 
all. 

Gen.  Benjamin  F.  Butler,  Military 
Governor  of  New  Orleans,  issued  a 
General  Order  on  May  16th  forbid- 
ding the  issuance  of  any  bill, 
note  or  obligation  payable  in 
Confederate  notes. 

The  State  of  Louisiana  seceded 
from  the  Union  Jan.  25,  1861. 
Large  supplies  of  the  i860  cents 
could  not  have  reached  New  Or- 
leans from  the  Philadelphia  mint 
much  before  that  time. 

If  we  may  assume  that  the  "X” 
correctly  has  a monetary  conno- 
tation, it  is  safe  to  assume  the 
counterstamping  took  place  be- 
tx>jeen  late  i860  and  early  1862, 


and  quite  likely  during  April  of 

1862. 

The  countermark  could  have  been 
applied  after  the  war  for  some 
reason,  but  certain  other  infor- 
mation, including  the  discovery 
of  a second  very  similar  copy  by 
Eric  Newman  of  St.  Louis,  tends 
to  preclude  this  possibility. 

One  of  Schiller's  kinsmen  moved 
to  Canada  after  the  war,  note  and 
coin  in  his  possession.  It  never 
entered  numismatic  channels  until 
early  1956  when  they  both  were 
sold  to  a Canadian  collector,  who 
promptly  sold  them  to  Federal. 

Since  then  they  have  been  in  the 
LIndesmith  collection.  Both  Lin- 
desmith  and  Newman  report  that 
Schiller  did  not  own  the  bank  as 
Federal  had  indicated.  Further 
information  on  the  Schiller 
issues  should  be  sent  to  the 
editor  for  future  publication.

ANOTHER  OSWEGO  CARD 

The  countermark  ”M.  L.  MARSHALL” 
was  discovered  by  the  late  Frank 
G.  Duffield  on  an  1856  U.  S. 
dollar  of  the  Seated  Liberty  var- 
iety.

In  the  October  1962  edition  of  the  Journal,  we  ran  short  item  on 
some  of  the  known  counterstamps  of  Seymour  H.  Stone  and  Calvin  S.

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CALIFORNIA’S  MEDAL  AND  TOKEN  MANUFACTURERS 
Klinkner  --  Moise  — Patrick 

By  Charles  V.  Kappen,  San  Jose,  Calif. 

(All  Rights  Reserved  by  Author) 

A pioneer  California  medal  and  token  manufacturer,  Patrick  Sc.  Co., 
this  month  (March)  consolidates  all  manufacturing  operations  at  its 
70,000  square  foot  plant  at  56l  Mission  St.,  San  Francisco.  The 
company  was  founded  by  James  M.  Patrick  in  1894,  but  it  claims  90 
years  of  operation  based  on  an  original  starting  date  of  1873,  when 
Charles  A.  Klinkner  established  C.  A.  Klinkner  Sc  Co.  at  320  Sansome 
Street. 

Following  Klinkner Ts  death  in  1893,  his  family  operated  the  plant 
until  1897,  when  L.  H.  Moise  purchased  it.  Moise  (1857-1943)  had 
been  employed  in  sales  work  by  Klinkner,  but  began  a business  of 
his  own  in  the  same  building,  competing  with  the  Klinkners,  in 
1893*  Following  consolidation  of  the  Klinkner  and  Moise  companies 
in  1897,  the  firm  became  the  Moise  Klinkner  Co.  The  latter  later 
was  purchased  by  Patrick  Sc  Co. 

In  October,  1905,  the  Moise  Klinkner  Co.  moved  into  a six  story 
building  at  4^-7  Market  St.,  which  it  occupied  until  April  18,  1906, 
when  the  San  Francisco  earthquake  and  fire  burned  the  structure. 

The  company  moved  temporarily  into  the  basement  of  flats  at  915 
Fulton  St.,  then,  in  1907,  into  its  new  building  at  1212  Market  St. 

James  M.  Patrick  established  Patrick  Sc  Co.  at  318  California  St. 

in  1894,  moving  to  221  Sansome  St.  in  1898  and  in  1903  to  111-113 
Sansome  St.,  where  his  plant,  too,  was  destroyed  in  the  1906  fire. 
The  firm  moved  temporarily  to  Pine  St.  (1500  block)  and  Van  Ness 
Ave.  and,  a few  months  later,  to  126  Bush  St.  (now  the  Pacific 
Greyhound),  where  it  remained  until  1932. 

Next  move  was  to  33  Sutter  St.,  which  today  is  the  back  end  of  the 
firm’s  wholesale  and  retail  store.  Ty,©  business  fronts  on  560 
Market  St.,  which  was  taken  over  by  Patrick  when  the  former  occu- 
pant moved  out.  Patrick  removed  the  partition  between  the  Sutter 
and  Market  St.  areas  of  the  building  to  create  one  large  expanse 
of  space.  Patrick  Sc,  Co.  now  owns  the  building. 

Patrick  Sc.  Co.  bought  the  Moise  Klinkner  Co.  in  1930,  and  the  com- 
bined company  became  known  as  the  Patrick  and  Moise -Klinkner  Co. 

It  reverted  to  its  former  name,  Patrick  Sc  Co.,  in  1955*  J.  Howard 
Patrick,  son  of  its  founder,  is  president.  Sigfried  Pels,  vice 
president,  has  been  an  employee  of  the  company  since  1903  when,  as 
a lad  of  16,  he  began  working  for  the  Moise -Klinkner  Co.  Mr.  Pels 
is  the  source  of  most  information  found  in  this  article. 
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Metal  products  manufacturing  was  conducted  at  560  Market  St.  and  at 
608  Folsom  St.  The  end  of  March,  1963,  will  see  all  manufacturing 
consolidated  at  the  5>6l  Mission  St.  plant,  which  occupies  70,000 
square  feet  — nearly  two  acres.  The  5>60  Market  St.  store  remains 
as  a wholesale  and  retail  outlet  only. 

The  firm  has  supplied  tokens,  medals  and  badges  for  every  state  in 
the  Union,  Hong  Kong,  Guam,  and  Central  American  and  other  count- 
ries. These  have  been  produced  in  brass,  copper,  aluminum,  imitation 
rubber,  German  (nickel)  silver,  fiber  and  wood. 

The  L.  H.  Moise  Co.  struck  medals  for  the  California  Midwinter 
International  Exposition,  San  Francisco,  1894  (Hibler  & Kappen, 
So-Called  Dollars,  No.  245a);  California  Admission  Day  Celebration, 
Stockton,  1896  (H-K  635);  Cloverdale  Citrus  Fair,  1897  (H-K  639); 
Truckee  Ice  Carnival,  1893  (H-K  729);  Mechanics  Institute  Fair, 

San  Francisco,  1897  (H-K  6I4.I),  and  many  others. 

The  Moise  Klinkner  Co.  struck  medals  honoring  the  return  of  U.S. 
soldiers  from  the  Spanish-American  War;  for  the  1909  meeting  of 
Presidents  Taft  and  Diaz  (H-K  386-388);  for  the  Monterrey,  Nueva 
Leon,  Mexico,  exposition  of  the  early  1900s;  for  the  Panama- 
Pacific  International  Exposition,  1915,  and  for  many  other  events. 

Among  medals  struck  by  Patrick  & Moise  Klinkner  are  those  of  the 
Golden  Gate  International  Exposition,  Treasure  Island,  1939-194-0. 

This  brief  account  is  designed  to  assist  the  collector  in  the 
dating  of  his  tokens  and  medals.  Those  pieces  with  signatures 
(nameplates  or  imprints)  of  C.  A.  Klinkner  & Co.  were  struck  1873- 
1897;  those  of  the  L.  H.  Moise  Co.,  1893-1897;  those  of  the  Moise 
Klinkner  Co.,  1897-1930;  those  of  Patrick  & Co.,  1894-1930  and 
since  1955;  and  those  of  the  Patrick  & Moise-Klinkner  Co.,  1930- 
1955*  The  collector  may  also  determine  approximate  dates  of  store 
cards  of  these  companies  by  the  street  addresses  appearing  on  them.

CONCLUDED 
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BRITISH  TRANSPORTATION  TOKENS 
By  Howard  Linecar,  London,  England 
(Contd  fr  pg  122,  Vol  II) 

It  was  not  until  1840  that  a permanent  terminus  at  Greenwich  was  completed.  This 
was  an  elaborate  building  and  cost  29,000  pounds  sterling.  The  tickets  which  the 
passengers  used  when  travelling  on  the  railway  were  of  the  type  I am  discussing 
now.  Like  the  tickets  of  the  Leicester  and  Swannington  railway,  they  were  used 
over  and  over  again.  Of  course,  London  Bridge  Station  has  passed  out  of  all  rec- 
ognition since  those  early  days,  but  there  are  still  one  or  two  platforms  which 
I understand  are  referred  to  as  The  Greenwich,  and  a lot  of  the  structure  stands 
on  arches. 

The  next  piece  under  discussion  is  a commemmora tive  medal  marking  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Brittania  Tubular  Bridge,  erected  between  1846  and  1850.  T^e  reason 
why  the  Brittania  Bridge  took  this  unusual  tubular  form  is  explained  in  part  in 
the  following  way.  The  Chester  and  Holyhead  railway  whs,  at  this  time,  under 
construction  and  in  crossing  the  River  Dee,  Robert  Stephenson,  for  various 
reasons,  had  been  forced  to  abandon  his  original  plan  for  a five-span  brick 
bridge  and  substitute  a three-span  structure  consisting  of  masonry  piers  and 
compound  trussed  girders.  This  Dee  bridge  proved  to  be  Robert  Stephenson’s  most 
disconcerting  professional  failure. 

The  bridge  was  opened  for  traffic  on  the  25th  October  I846  and  on  24th  May  1847 
a passenger  train  bound  from  Chester  to  Shrewsbury  met  with  disaster.  It  reached 
the  last  of  the  three  spans  when  the  outer  two  girders  directly  beneath  it  broke 
into  three  pieces.  Naturally,  there  was  a public  enquiry  into  the  whole  disaster 
and  although  the  accident  produced  something  of  a slur  on  Robert  Stephenson's 
name  as  an  engineer,  the  general  feeling  over  the  matter  is,  I think,  that  he 
was  an  honest  engineer  who  had  done  what  he  thought  right  and  had  met  with 
disaster. 

However  that  may  be,  he  now  decided  that  the  Menai  Strait  was  to  be  bridged  by 
a structure  consisting  of  parallel  wrought-iron  tubes  which  were  to  be  built 
on  shore  and  hoisted  to  the  masonry  towers  which  can  be  seen  on  the  medal.  Tv>® 
whole  structure  had  to  be  of  a height  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  Admiralty  so  that  it  would  not  block  the  passage  of  ships  up  and  down  the 
Strait.  Before  erecting  this  remarkable  structure,  Robert  Stephenson  had  a 
chance  for  what  one  might  term  a trial  run. 

The  much  narrower  Conway  Strait  had  to  be  bridged  on  the  line  of  the  Chester  and 
Holyhead  railway  and  the  tubular  method  of  construction  was  tried  out  here  before 
the  Brittania  Bridge  was  erected.  Telford  had  already  bridged  these  two  straits 
with  suspension  bridges  but  neither  of  these  were  considered  strong  enough  to 
withstand  the  weight  of  trains  passing  over  them.  It  had,  at  one  time,  been 
suggested  that  part  of  Telford’s  Menai  bridge  might  be  used  to  carry  the  rail- 
way. 

In  essence,  the  construction  of  Stephenson’s  tubular  bridges,  the  Conway  and  the 
Menai,  was  carried  out  on  the  same  principle.  Supporting  towers  of  masonry  were 
erected  and  the  wrought  iron  tubes  were  built  on  shore  and  floated  into  position. 
It  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  type  of  problem  Robert  Stephenson  was  confron- 
ting with  the  primitive  tools  he  had  to  hand,  when  you  bear  in  mind  that  each  of 
the  tubes  on  the  medal,  and  there  are  four  of  them,  weighed  1500  tons.  Ty,ese  had 
to  be  floated  into  position  with  nothing  more  than  hand  winches  to  guide  the 
rafts  on  which  they  were  floating  and  nothing  morebthan  fairly  primitive 
hydraulic  presses  to  raise  them  to  this  position  at  the  top  of  the  masonry 
towers.

(A)  A numismatic  item  shall  constitute  a coin,  token,  medal, 
pattern,  paper  money,  political  item,  transportation  item, 
store  card,  and  any  other  item  generally  included  in  the  field 
of  numismatics. 

(B)  A numismatic  item  shall  include  items  from  any  geograph- 
ical area  or  any  period,  unless  specifically  restricted  at 
the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  oode  by  the  organization 

or  publication  adopting  it.

EXCEPTIONS 

(A)  Banned  items  shall  not  include  restrikes  or  impressions 
aotually  struck  during  or  prior  to  the  Nineteenth 
Century  with  one  or  two  genuine  dies,  such  as  the 
1787  Fugio  "New  Haven"  restrike,  the  Haseltine 
Confederate  Cent  restrike,  the  Scott  Confederate 
Half  Dollar  restrike,  the  Copper  Company  of  Upper 
Canada  restrike,  the  1783  Washington  Draped  Bust 
restrike,  provided  that  appropriate  descriptive 
language  is  used  in  any  written  description  of 
such  pieoes* 
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Caution*  Original  strikings  or  restrikes  made 
from  dies  which  are  not  genuine  remain  banned  items* 
such  as  those  made  from  Bolen,  Robinson,  Wyatt, 
Diokeson,  Becker,  Idler,  and  similar  dies* 

(2)  Caution*  Pieces  struck  from  transfer  dies  produced 
from  genuine  dies  are  banned  items,  not  being 
genuine  re  strikes* 

(B)  Banned  items  shall  not  include  fantasies,  restrikes, 
copies,  or  impressions  actually  struck  by  Mint 
employees  from  dies  made  at  an  official  Mint,  whether 
authorized  or  unauthorized,  or  whether  struck  within 
or  outside  the  Mint,  unless  ownership  is  illegal 

for  a private  collector.  If  not  struck  by  such 
Mint  employees  this  exception  shall  not  apply* 

(C)  Banned  items  shall  not  Include  counterfeit,  altered, 
spurious,  imitation,  or  evasive  coin,  tokens,  or 
paper  money  made  for  the  purpose  of  circulation  as 
money  at  the  time  generally  similar  genuine  pieces 
were  in  circulation  as  money,  unless  ownership  is 
illegal  for  a private  collector.  If  appropriate 
descriptive  language  shall  not  be  used  in  the 
written  description  of  any  such  piece,  this  exception 
shall  not  apply. 

(D)  The  customary  reissue  from  time  to  time  of  medals 
(which  term  does  not  include  coins)  by  the  original 
maker  or  his  successors  shall  not  be  a banned  item, 

unless  in  excess  of  a limit  announced  in  writing* 

Medals  shall  not  be  considered  in  general  imitation 

of  previously  made  medals  if  they  are  part  of  a series 
made  by  the  original  maker  or  his  sucoessors. 

(K)  A photograph  or  other  similar  two  dimensional  pictorial 
representation  of  a numismatic  item  shall  not  be 
considered  as  a banned  item,  except  that  pictorial 
representations  of  paper  money  other  than  photo- 
graphs shall  be  banned  items  unless  published  as  a 
physical  part  of  a written  text. 

VI 

UNDESIRABLE  PRACTICE 

Selling,  advertising  for  sale,  offering  for  sale,  manu- 
facturing or  procuring  tne  manufacture  of  any  banned  item,  having 
knowledge  of  its  status  as  such,  shall  be  an  undesirable  practioe* 
Mere  ownership  or  possession  of  a banned  item  shall  not  be  an 
undesirable  practice. 


VII 
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DENIAL  OF  PRIVILEOES 

Any  parson,  firm,  or  corporation  (including  any  person  parti- 
cipating in  the  management  of  any  such  firm  or  corporation)  com- 
mitting an  undesirable  practice  as  above  defined,  after  the  adoption  of 
this  code  by  any  numismatic  organization  may  be  denied  membership  in 
or  be  expelled  from  membership  in  such  organization,  may  be  denied 
the  privilege  of  attending  any  meetings,  auctions,  and/or  activities 
of  such  organization  or  may  be  cited  or  suspended  in  such  manner  as 

such  organization  shall  see  fit. 

After  the  adoption  of  this  code  by  any  organization, 

it  may  deny  bourse  privileges  to  any  potential  licensee  who 
has  committed  an  undesirable  praotice  after  the  date  of  such 
adoption,  whether  or  not  such  potential  licensee  is  a member 
of  such  organization.  After  such  organization  has  granted 
bourse  privileges  to  a licensee  by  a oontraot  subject  to  this 
code  and  an  undesirable  practice  is  thereafter  committed  by 
such  lioensee  anywhere,  the  rights  of  such  licensee  may  be 
terminated  without  obligation  of  such  organization  to  refund 
any  payment  collected. 

Unless  such  organization  shall  determine  otherwise, 
any  disciplinary  action  above  set  forth  shall  be  taken  only 
after  written  notice  to  the  party  involved  is  delivered  in  per- 
son or  sent  to  his  last  known  address, with  an  opportunity  for  an 
immediate  reply.  Unless  such  organization  shall  determine  other- 
wise , disciplinary  action  may  be  taken  by  any  two  of  its  officers 
or  directors  on  it3  behalf.  All  other  procedural  matters,  in- 
cluding reinstatement,  shall  be  determined  by  such  or ganization . 

It  is  recommended  that  any  such  organization  promptly 
release  news  and  information  as  to  any  of  its  disciplinary  actions 

so  that  other  numismatic  organizations  may  become  aware  thereof. 

VIII 

ADVERTISING 

Any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  (including  any  person 
participating  in  the  management  of  any  suoh  firm  or  corpor- 
ation) committing  an  undesirable  practice  as  above  defined  may 
be  denied  the  right  to  advertise  in  any  numismatio  publication 
after  the  adoption  of  this  code  by  such  publication  or  by  the 
organization  sponsoring  such  publication.
